OSWALDS AND THE DE MOHRSNSCHILSTS 



Interviev/3 v/ith the DE MOHEENSCHILDTS 




They first met LEE HARVEY OSWALD ar.fl ltIARIN|S 03V7ALD 
in the siimmer of 1962, through C-SORSE BOIIHSV ghom they /described 
as a sort of local philanthropist in Dallas v/ho is always 
willing to help in unfortunate cases, and llAX CLARK , \/g he 
DE MOHRENSCHILDTS’ lawyer, of Port Worth, Texas. 

When the DE MOHREI^SCHILDTS first met the OSWALDS,; ' 
the latter seemed to be in difficult financial circumstances. 
Their friends, among them EAX CLARK and GEORGE BOUSE, we^ 
interested in securing help for them, and the DE HOHSENSCHIIDTS 
introduced the 0SV7ALDS to a number of people in the Dallas area. 
Their acquaintance spanned the period from the. summer of 19S2 
to early 1963, when the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS took the OSWALDS to a 
Christmas party in Dallas. They did not see' the OSV/ALDS after 
this time. . ' • 

In the summer ojf fall of 1962, LEE EARVEY OSW.ALD gave 
Mr. DE MOHRENSCHILDT a typed rOsxime of his experiences in a 
factory in Minsk’ USSR, in wh;Sch he criticimed a lot of things 
in Russia. On one occasion, Mrs. DE MOHRENSCHILDT asked 0SW.4.LD 
why he had returned to the United States from Russia, to which 
OSWA.LD replied, "I did not find there wht I was looking for." 

The DE MOHRENSCHILDTS stated they knew of.no connection 
with any organization on the partodf LEE HARVEY OSWALD. They 
said "nobody could stana him,” an'd the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS 
questioned his mental stability. 

They said their main interest in the OSWALDS had been 
in 'helping Mrs. OSV/ALD get medical attention for herself and 
baby/ supplying clothing for her, securing. English langtiage 
records for her, and otherwise helping her. 
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l!r. £Hd Mrs. DH IIOHPJSSSCKILB? were again interviewed 
by Mr. V/ARNER aiSi the American Embassy in Port-au-Prince on 
December 19 , 1963 . 

They stated Mr. DE MOESSNSCHILDT had been in Haiti in 

S?aSeaentrto move to I^itl. They theo left Dolles for Haiti, 
entering the latter country on June 2, J* 

did not see the OSWALDS on their visit to Dallas at %e end of 
May, 1963. 

Concerning the resume given him to read by LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT stated he glanced through it 
casually and retvirnad it to him in a few days . 

Mr DE MOHRENSCHILDT said that he and his wife had 
been very active in helping needy people around Dallas, and 
had been^involved in'-taany charitable works. He commented that 
"ill the piiple in Dallhs who knew the OSWALDS knew them Purely 
fiomtthi Hilt of view-of helping them;" that there was PT^-Pathy 
for Mrs. OSWALD in particular because she was Russian and in a 
strange land, unable to speak English. 

Interview with MARINA OSWALD 

MARINA OSWALD v/as interviewed at 1161,1 Farrar Street, 
Dallas, on SiSibefi^ ills, by SAS AJTATOLE Av BCGHS^V and 
WALLACE R. HEITMAiL She advised, in part, as follows. 

She and her husband had been fairly good friends of 
GEORGE and JEANNE DE MOHRENSCHILDT. LEE HARV^ OSWA^ Sfitic-l 
liked GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT because he would discuss political 
if^I^rf with OSWALD and would listen to what OSWALD • 

AlsS OSWALD would listen to DE MOHRSNSCHILDT’s ideas. ^MARINA 
tinted out that OSWALD would 

to what others had to say about political things if tne others 
did nit aeree with him. She said OS?/ALD was somewhat afraid of 
DE MOHREnIcHILDT, who was big in stature and xalked Ipudly. 
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She described GEORGE D2 MOHRSNSCHILDT as a good 
huinanitarian who was intera'sted in other people. Sne said 
he was often accused of being a ccsmunist because he viewed 
things objectively. She said he was not a coninunist and would 
laugh at people who called him one. 

MARINA OSWALD said she did not believe GEORGS 
DS MOHRENSCHILDT would ever influence LEE HARVEY OSY/A^ to do 

anything bad. She said she did not know how much i^luence 

DE^MOHEENSCHILDT had over OSWALD but did-^ow that OSWALD 
listened to him and was a little afraid of him.

■ of Sr and Mrs. GEORGE DS MOHRENSCHILDT, wno took_ xhe OoY/^S 
around to visit various houses in Dallas during the period of _ 
their acquaintance. VOSHININ had heard through muiual acquaintances 
rt-f LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD's poor behavior toward his wife, and . 
requested DE iIOHRENSCHIlj)T not to bring the OSWALDS to his house. 

According to TOSHIKIN, DE aOaHfflSCBILDT told h^tnnt 
L3E HARVE7 OSVfALD was an idealistic Marxist, anj. t„at OSW^D 
n-inrtsed the D S policy on CASTRO and Cuba. VOSHININ said 
tSt Mrs. DE MOHMNSCHILDT seemed to pity MARINA OSWALD and 
stated "we have to help her."

MARINA and also tried to help her husband get a job.

It. was her understanding that the OSWALDS had 
been brought to -the party by the DE IIOHRENS'CHILDTS and. the

Miss MC DONALD stated that GEORGE .and JEA.mTZ 
DE MOERENSCHILDT moved to Haiti in the spring of 1963. She 
said that both the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS appear to be eccentric 
individuals . She recalled that they described h trip they 
took through Mexico to .the Panama Canal on foot, which 
supposedly -spanned one year's tiie. 

She said neither of the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS expounded 
any political beliefs or views at the above party.

GEORGS DE MOHRSN3CHILDT was a oas-tiso oeiaber of 
the St. Nicholas Russian Orthodox Parish in Dallas, but 
because his present wife is an atheist, neither of them had 
attended church in recent years. VOSHININ said that Mrs. 

DE K0HRSNSC2ILDT is half -Russian and half -French and was 
born and raised in China. 

VOSHININ said that DS MOHRENSCHILDT belonged to a 
discussion group called the "Bohemian Club” which pas a 
group of frre thinkers who used to meet periodically at the 
Old Warsaw Restaurant. This group had about forty '-members 
and one BILL HUDSON (phonetic), who had a wife namfi'd BETTY, 
was president of the group. ^ 

VOSHININ advised that when the DE K0HRE1TSCHIL3^S 
were in Mexico a couple of years ago, Soviet Deputy. Premier 
UIE07AN was also there. During the parade far MIKOYAN, Mrs,. 

DE MOHRKNSCHILDT ran out of the crowd, ran up to MISOYAN, 
and started talking to him in Russian. MIKOYAN reportedly 
became quite alanaed at this. This incident allegedly appeared, 
on television. 

VOSHININ said he could not tell if either Mr. or Mrs. 
DE MOHRENSCHILDT was' pro-Soviet . He said DE MOHRENSCHILDT ' 
does not believe in anything, either religious or political, 
but he could not tell about Mrs. DE MOHRENSCSIIJBr , -who is 
very reserved. He said Mrs. DS MOHRENSCHILDT *s fii^t husband, 
believed by him to be named LE GAN, is apparently of unsound 
mind and is in an institution in Los Angeles, California. 

VOSHININ stated that DE MOHRENSCHILDT is currently 
working for the aiitian Government as a geologist . 

From a political point of view, DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
brags that he is a staunch Republican, while his wife is a 
staunch Democrat. VOSHININ described GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
as the type of person who liked to argue, and he recalled having 
heard that DE MOHRENSCHILDT once started an argument by saying 
he was in favor of Nazi' Germany and thought BEINEICK HIMMLER 
was all right.

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DS HGHPJENSGHILDT hs:s a brother ^?ho is a professor^ 
at Dartmouth, who goes by the last name of VON IIOHPJENSCHILDT . 
VCSHINIH explaiasd that the family was originally from Sweden 
and when they moved to Russia several generations agc,^they 
Germanized their name; then, daring World War II, GEORGS 
DS liOHRENSCHILDT changed the prefix of his last name because 
of the anti-German feeling' ''in the United Stares. 

VOSHININ said he recalled on one occasion that 
DS M0HRENSCHII27r told him that an official of the United 
States Government, exact organizatic® unknown, came to 
interview DS MOHHENSCHILDT and the latter was amused by how 
he could argue with this Government official. YOSHININ said 
that DS M0HREN3CHILDT and his wife are "mixed up," both 
emotionally and politically,' and seemed to enjoy it , 

VOSHIliIN recalled that DS MOHRSNSCHILD‘r had a rather 
troubled childhood; his father was arrested by the communists 
after the Soviet Revolution when DS M0HRENSC3ILDT was about 
eight years old and he wandered the streets begging for food, 
living almost like an animal. He then escaped to Poland. 

His father and brother also escaped. VOSHININ said that 
DE M0ERSHSCHI1<DT would never talk about his mot her in any way . 

DE MOHRSNSCHILDT attended high school in Poland and 
upon finishing school started a career' in the Polish Army as a 
cavalry officer; however, he did not have sufficient funds 
to, pursue this career since most Polish .^rmy officers had to 
have independent means to maintain themselves, ior this reason 
he left the Polish Army and went to France and Belgium, where 
he studied economics, obtaining a Doctor of Philosophy Degree 
in Economics . The depression was then in progress and he was 
unable to obtain; employment in Europe and moved to the United 
States to join hi;^ older brother . 

DE MOHP.SliSCHILDT then went to the University of Texas 
where he obtained a degree in Geological Engineering. He 
worked in Venezuela fora while with an oil company, and then 
returned to Texas . 
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• beliaved DS M0HRE2-T3CHII3T ' 3. carreat ’S’ife 

to be bis fourth wife. His first wife was reportedly French 
and she is currently remarried and living in Paris; has 
second wife w^ supposed to. be an artist, 'place of residence 
unknown; his third wife caas from a proainent Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, Quaker f aaily . 

DE MOERE313CHILDT has a daughter by his first wife. 

He had a boy and a girl by his third wife. The boy is 
deceased. 

■VOSHININ described DE M0HSE2ISCHILDT as basically 
a nice fellow, but Mrs, DS ilOHRENSCHILDT as a very bitter 
individual. Mrs; DE MOHEENSCHILDT has one daughter, aaaed 
JEAN. Mrs. DS MOHRENSCEILDT ’ S father was reportedly executed 
by the Chinese Heds . ; 

GARYE. TAYLOR

TAYLOR stated his forcer wife, ALEX.^OTR.4, was 
GEORGS DS MOHEENSCHILDT’ S daughter. Ee said GEORGS DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
preferred the Russian form of Government over the United States 
and stated so in his presence on a number of occasions. He 
a^so indicated a desire to return to Russia but not because 
it was his home land. TAYLOR said he did not believe 
DS MOHHEKSCHILDT to have any living relatives in Russia. 

He said DE MOHEENSCHILDT ’ S financial status seemed 
to vary considerably, that at times he seemed to. have plenty of 
money, at others, he seemed to have very little money., Ea _ 
said he . could not understand how the DE MOERSNSCHixJ/io coula 
have traveled throughout Mexico, the Caribbean, and Guatemala 
for foxifteen months if they had been in financial need. 

TAYLOR said that JEANI^E DE MOHRENSCHILDT' had worked 
for IKE O TiA B^ as a fashion designer in the late 1950 *s and 
for Sanger “Harr is more recently, in Dallas. ^He did 
believe she made enough money to finance their trj.p to the 
above places. He said it was while JEANNE was working for

IKE CLARK that they made the trip. 

la regard to the DS MOHRElsSCHlLBTS ’ most receat 
departure for Haiti, he said that JEANNE DS MCHRSNSCHILHT 
wa ,3 working for Saager-Harris whan they dad dad to leave 
for Port-au-Prince, Haiti'. Ee said they -had been allegedly 
saving and scrimping for this trip and he could not understand 
how they could manage to outfit themselves so wall prior to 
departing for Haiti. He said they went, to ‘Haiti via Miami* 
Florida, in May or' June, 1963. 

TAYLOR said GEORGS BE MOHRSHSCHILDT married his 
present wife, JEAhlffi, also known as JOY LE Gm., in May or 
June, 1959, in Dallas. Ee was born in Russia, in the -Georgiaui ■ 
section; claimed that if the feudal system were still in 
effect he would have the title of Baron. Be claimsd^he 
studied in Prague and taught . geology at. the University of 
Texas in 1939. He had an office, in the Republic Rational 
B.ank Building at one time during the past five years, but 
TAYLOR did. not know him to work very much. BE MOHHSNSCSIU>T 
traveled a bit and had made numerous trips to. Houston, Texas,., 
to promo'je wo^k for himself . He Said BE MGHRSH.SCHILDT cLaimed 
to have worked as a consulting geologist for JA1213 P. KSIL. 
about four years ago,' and that HEIL has offices in the Exc han ge 
B,aak'' Building, Dallas. BE M0HRSHSC2ILBT also claimed to have 
a brother who is a professor, whose name is believed to be 
VON MOHREHSCHILDT. . . 

BE MCHRENSCHILDT claimed to have wo.rked for the 
State Department in the mid-1950»s and exhibited photographs 
of himself which he claimed were -Sakei la Czechoslovakia and: 
Yugoslavia . ' 

Ha said BE MOHRENSCHILDT was very friendly with one 
LOUIS MC NUT.TON, JR., who was a constant gue'St in the 
BE MOHRENSCHILDT home . Ee said BE ‘MOHRE.NSCSILDT claimed he 
could speak sixteen foreign languages and estuld ■write thiarteen 
of this sixteen, including Chinese and Rus'slan. 

He said JEANNE is GEORGS BE MOHRENSCHILDT * S third

Tife, and' that he first met BS HGHRENSCHILBT ^hes 'the latter 
lived in the ilaple Terrace Apartments in the fail of 1S5S, 
that after that the DE KOERSNSCHILDTS moved into a house 
within a block of the apartcoat 'building, believed to be on 
Dickens Street , and that after their return from the fourteen ~ 
month trip mentioned earlier they moved back to another area 
on Dickens Street. 

TAYLOa said he had dated CHRISTIANA EOGOVALLENSSIA. 
step-sister of ALE3CANDRA DS MOHSENSCHILDT, but“that when he 
met ALEXANDRA, he fell in love with her and married her in 
Oklahoma in November, 1959. 

He said JEANNE DE MOHESNSCHILDT was bora in ChLaa, 
speaks and writes Russian fluently, aad is also believed to 
speak Chinese. Ee said he did not know where she was educated 
but that she appeared to be very literate . She was a fashion 
designer for lEE CLAES in Dallas at one time, using the name 
JON LE GON, and also a fashion designer for Saagsr-Harrls . 

He said her daughter, CHRISTIANA BOGOVALLENSSIA . 
had once attended the University of California at tos Angeles, 
and t^t her father had been in California in a stats mental 
hosjSital where CHRISTIANA used to visit him quite frequently 
while attending college there. Ee said CHRISTIANA is currently 
married to an individual named RAGNAR^ and that CHRISTIANA and 
her husband were, at the time of interview, believed en route 
to Port-au-Prince to visit the DS MOHEENSCHILDTS .

Mr. MAMANTOV advised SAS EMORY E. HORTON and URAL E. 
HORTON, JR., that it was his understanding the DE HOHRENSCHILDTS 
aad the OSWALDS were good friends. He said he suspected 
DE MOHRENSCEILDT of possible subversive activities aad of being 
a communist, although he had no^^j^afiiriaatiDzylBforiaation in this 
regard. Ha said that the DE HOHRENSCHILDTS had reportedly made 
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a trip, to Sisxico City on one occasion v/Iiere they net lilSCYAi'i • 
from Russia, and that in recent years GSORSS OS KQEE3NSCHILDT 
had visited Yugoslavia. He said OS KOHRENSCHILDT does not 
work steadily bUt seems to get along well financially and 
travels extensively. 



iJr. MAHA3STOV said that on one occasion he warned a 
mutual acquaintance, in 1962, against associating with DS 
M03RENSC3ILDT . A couple of days later, DS MOHHSKSCHILISY 
called MA22 AN'av^V and said, "A good friend of mine told me that 
you said I was a communist . If I hear of any more statements 
of this nature, I will come over and beat hell out of yon." 



Informants having knowledge of Communist Party and 
related activities in the Dallas area have been contacted 
and have advised that they have no knowledge of JSASDJE 
DS MOHRENSCHILDT.
